Claims 1-19 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a body having a 
first face, a second face, and a plurality of openings formed therein; and a solder mass securely held by the body, the solder mass 
having a first section disposed along the first face such that the solder mass is disposed over at least some of the plurality of 
openings, the solder mass having a second section disposed along the second face and in the form of at least one rivet head that forms 
a part of a solder rivet that extends through one opening from the first face and serves to securely hold the solder mass on the body. 

Claims 1-19 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
